Refused Permission To 
Address Student Body 
This Morning. 


Attacked by leaders of the Ameri- 
can Legion and by trustees as “a red 
and a bolshevik,’ Mrs. Lucia Ames 
Meade, lecturer, author and vice presi- 


dent of the National Council for Pre- 
vention of War, will not be allowed to 


deliver a scheduled address before the 
student body of Agnes Scott this morn- 
ing. 

This was officially announced Fri- 
day night by an official of the school, 
who said instructions had been issued 
by Dr. J. R. McCain, president, to 
cancel the engagement for Mrs. Meade 
to speak at the chapel. 

Intense interest was manifested 
throughout Friday on the Agnes Scott 
campus as the result of the intensive 
fight launched to prevent Mrs. Meade 
from addressing the students of the 
well-known Presbyterian female col- 
lege at Decatur. 

It was reported that a group of stu- 
dents was highly resentful of the at 
titude taken by leaders of the opposi- 
tion to Mrs. Meade and planned to 
hold an indignation meeting to pro- 
test against “suppression of free 
speech.” It also was reported that 
a well-known member of the Agnes 
Scott faculty had threatened to resign 
her position unless the cancellation of 
the address was rescinded. Authori- 
ties of the college denied the truth of 
both the reports.

MEDICINAL LIQUOR 
SIS OPPOSITION 


Washington, December 3.—The Dian 
of Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Andrews for setting up a private cor- 
poration, supetvised by the governs 
ment, for manufacture of medicinal 
liquor is meeting obstacles that threat- 
en it seriously. 

One open indication of the situation 
came today when Andrews went before 
the national lezislative conference, rep- 
resenting church and reform organi- 
zations here to consider dry enforre- 
ment, to explain his plan. He intended 
to take 15 or 20 minutes, but was be- 
hind closed doors answering questions 
for nearly two hours. 

When he came out, he announced 
that the organization would take no 
position on his plan until the bill 
embodying it had been drafted by the 
treasury. There was great secrecy 
about the meeting, held at a local 
hotel, and reporters who waited in 
the corridors were threatened with be- 
ing put ont of the hotel by one of 
those in the meetir . Failure of. the 
organization to take a position was 
interpreted as indicating considerable 
donbt about the plan in their ranks. 

‘Though Andrews expressed confi- 
dence that the private corporation 
would pay, distillers apparently are 
hesitant about the plan as a business 
proposition, since no financing meth- 
od has been .-awn up yet, and An- 
drews conferred with distillers in New 
York recently.

The Hall-Mills murder mystery, the 
most engaging in the criminal annals 
of this generation, remains unsolved. 
, Beneath the gnarled branches of a 
‘crabapple tree on the Phillips farm 
were found the bodies of the Rev. 
Edward Wheeler Hall and Mrs. Elea- 
nor Mills, bis choir singer sweetheart. 
They had kent a secret tryst there 
on the night of September 14, 1922. 
They never returned home. Someone 
had fired a bullet into the rector’s 
brain, and three into the body of Mrs. 
Mills. Her throat was slashed and 
her tongue had been cut out. 
Ends in Tragedy. 

It was an age-old story of illicit 
love and like many other such loves 
in history, it ended in tragedy. 
The Rev. Hall was a 41-year-old 
minister when he married Frances 
Noel Stevens, seven years his senior. 

Frances | vel Stevens was reserved, 
almost severe. of a~ influential fam- 
ily, and. wealthy in her own right. 

Quite the opposite was Mrs. Mills, 
a woman in her early 30's. She had 
married James Mills, a _ colorless 
church sexton. He was | 20r and could 
not understand hér desire—to love 
and be leved; to lead a life of cul- 
ture. 

Then came the Rev. Hall. the hand- 
some. intellectual rector. Events fol- 
lowed rapidly. They are known to have 
contemplated divorce and an elope- 
ment to Japan, 

Climax of Love Affair. 

The climax of the love affair was 
reached on the fatal mid-September 
night, when they met in a secluded 
spot, under the famous crabapple tree 
off De Russey’s lane. 

The tragedy was discovered on the 
second morning, a Saturday, by a 
youth and his sweetheart. 

New Brunswick was aroused. Then 
a watchman told of seeing Mrs. Hall 
enter her hore early Friday morn- 
ing. 
Suspicion was directed toward Mrs. 
Hall, and her brother “Willie 
Stevens, who had been regarded as an 
eccentric.

cult. Kven so, however, the vast ma- 
jority of arcidents are preventable. 

Causes Obvious. 
The causes of accidents are obvious

carelessness, recklessness and drunk- 
\ite traffie situation: the other is that 


enness, which almost invariably coy- 
ers one or both “of the two first- 
mentioned causes. We have the same 
problem in England: we have not yet 


solved it, for the simple reason that | 


it is completely insoluble. Neverthe- 
lees, the careless or reckless driver 
gets short shrift, the drunken driver 
none at all. 

In the tirst place, every motorist 
has to procure a_ yearly license to 
drive. If he drive. without one, he 
infringes the Jaw and is liable to a 
heavy fine or imprisonment, with the 
probabilities in faver of prison. Any 
serious offense against the laws in 
respect to automobiles is recorded upon 
the license, both as a caution and a 
reminder, in the case of further of- 
fenses, to the authorities that the last 
punishment evidently lacked in deter- 
ring power. In this manner, a com- 
plete check is kept upon every driver 
m the eountry. No license is issued 
fo people below the age of 17; at 
the moment no test or proof of driv- 
ing capacity is required, which is an 
obvious imperfection, but there is an 
increasing public sentiment .in favor

Offenses against the public safety, 
as far as driving is concerned, fall 
into various categories, and the sys- 
tem of punis! ment is. on the whole, 
very fair.

We are usually a 
reasonably tolerant people. We allow 
to every man the right to drink him- 
self unconscious if he wishes to do 
so: but he must do it in his home, 
and he must not bother anyone else 
with his bestiality. Drunkenness alone 
is not a crime; “drunk and disorder- 
ly,” however, is. 
Is Jail Offense. 

Now, when people began to think, 
they realized that the drunken mo- 
torist is not as other men are: he is 
a man who voluntarily yields up his 
reason and the normal care that most 
of us exercise in daily life: who, hav- 
ing done so, proceeds to do what he 
is least qualified to do, that is to 
drive a car. And from being a pleas- 
ant amenity in ordinary hands, the 
car becomes a dangerous 
wielded by a maniac. 

The proper amount of indignation 
can easily be achieved by the exer- 
cise of a little imagination. ‘To lose 
one’s life, or to be robbed of some- 
one who matters, simply because some- 
body else chooses not merely to get 
drunk—though even that is an. of- 
fense in this country—but also to 
drive a car. is the sort of joke that 
requires a better developed sense of 


humor than most British people pos- | 


sess. And so, once the charge of 
drunkernne.s while driving 
proved—vaturally innocence nre- 
sumed where there ij a doubt—such an 
offense in England today is One of 
the many easy ways into jail.

PARENTS WHO EAT THEIR 
CHILDREN. 

Shocking title, not literally true, 
because we have civilized ourselves so 
we no longer eat human flesh. But do 
we kill our children, not literally, with 
a knife or a revolver, but with mean, 
nasty remarks, with undeserved thrasii- 
ings, with false attitudes toward liv- 
ing, and in other unworthy ways? 

Yesterday 1 was thinking of the 
trials and tribulations of childhood, 
the tragedy in their lives, the killing 
of their spirits. the knock-outs they 
get relative to their vocational desires, 
and the blow-outs they receive when 
they try to express themselves emo 
tionally. I had in mind ealling the 
article “Parents Who Eat Their 
Children,” but something came up 
which disturbed me in my dictation 
and I stopped writing. ‘Today the mail 
brings me the very letter 1 want, so 
here it is: 

“In our Bible, one of the command- 
ments reads, ‘Honor Thy Father an: 
Thy Mother.’ I always feel like ad- 
ding on to that by saying. ‘Yes, when 
they are worthy of it... We, unfortu- 
nately, have to accept what we, »y 
fate, get for parents. We have no 
say in regards where the stork da 
livers us, I think that one of the m pst 
priceless possessions is a good father 
and mother, and if they bring-up their 
children well, they deserve everything. 

“But on the other hand, what vf 
we children who get a mighty und 
sirable father and mother? I ain 
sorry to say that is the kind I got. 
I cannot look back on but very littie 
happiness in all the years they lived 
and they’both have passed away from 
the earth but ‘I cannot shed a tear— 
only those of horror over the abuse I 
took from them while they did live. 
Perhaps I should have run away when 
I got the chance, but I lived in fear 
of them and stuck to the last. But 
they took the very soul from my body. 

“Never can I forget the beatings 
that left welts on my body for weeks 
—horse-whippings underserved, I just 
crawled into the corner and cringed 
and bore them until I was sick.

In Furious Battle 


Flowers Loses Decision to Former Welterweight Cham- 


pion Before Thousands in Chicago Ring— 
Tiger Is Floored Twice by Walker.

Chicago, December 3.—~Mickey Walker, of Rumson, N. J., former 
welterweight king, won the world’s middleweight championship from 
Deacon Tiger Flowers, of Atlanta, Ga., in a furious 10-round battle at 
the Colfseum here tonight 

The decision, which took the title away from the clever Flowers, 
was rendered by Referee Bennie Yanger, known in the old days of boxing 
as the Tipton Slasher, but to those around the ringside it looked as if 


the champion was entitled to the decision by a wide margin. 


Tiger forced the milling, landed the 
scoring punches and on only a few 
oceasions was in danger of deteat. 

After he had rendered his decision, 
Yanger told members of the tress he 
gave the fight to Walker’ because 
Mickey did all the punching and Flow- 
ers did not close his hands but was 
content to hit with the open giove. _ 

While this was trne to a certain 
degree, it appeared to casual observers 
that Tiger had enough of an edge even 
if-his style of fighting was discounted. 

Miller Surprised. 

Walk Miller, manager of Flowers, 
was unable to cxsplain the versiict. He 
simply said the referee must lhe right 
and ealled tl: fight as he saw it. 
Ftowers’ manager asserted the cham- 
pion was fouled on three occasions 
especially in the early stages of the 
mill. Flowers, however, took the ver- 
diet good-naturedly and ptt his arm 
nround the new champion’s neck when 
the verdict was rendered. 

With the exception of a few rounds, 
Flowers did all the fighting. He led 
most of the time and made Walker 
back away from rallies. S 

Flowers left the ring without a 
mark, while Walker received a bad cut 
over his left eye in the second round. 
Tiger kept jabbing his opponent with 
his right hand on the sore spot for the 
remainder of the fight, with the result 
hlood flowed from the wound in every 
round. 

In the ninth round Walker did con- 
nect with a left hook and Il lowers 
slipped to the canvas. He made a 
“lip” in getting to his feet and ap- 
parently was not even dazed by the 
hlow. On two other occasions Mickey 
did eonnect with solid punches which 


sent the champion back on his heels, 
but most certainly did not offset the 
points which Flowers piled up by use 
of both hands. 

In practically every round Flowers 
stabbed Walker with his right hand as 
many as three times without returns. 
On others he led with his right ané 
crossed his left to the head and bedy 
in one-two fashion. 

Flowers Was Clever. 

After delivering these punches the 
champion generally danced back out of 
danger and made Walker miss with 
long left and right swings. 

Flowers was particularly ever in 
slipping punches, and he caught many 
of the challenger’s well-directed blows 
on his gloves and forearms. Some of 
Walker's punches, however, did find 
their intended marks, but Flowers al- 
ways came hack to either even up the 
score or landing more scoring punches. 

In scoring the fight the writer gave 
Flowers five rounds. Walker two and 
three were about even. The champion 
showed to advantage in the second, 
fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth rounds. 
Walker had a slight edge in the fourth 
and won the fifth.

“The position of coach is more haz- | 


ardous than that of the college pro- 
fessor,” Dr. Sanford said, “and there 
is just reason why he might be paid 


a larger salary than that received by 
the academic men, but his investiga- 
tion showed that men well up in the 
coaching profession do not receive sal- 
aries higher than those of professors 
of equal rating in their particular 
profession.” 

Recognition of the hazards of the 
coaching fraternity was made by 
coaches last night when they adopt- 
ed a resolution coi. .ci_ning the prac- 
tice of giving trophies for football vic- 
tories. The ce nferring of such honors 
by outsiders was held to jeopardize 
the coach since :n the estimation of 
the lay fan he must labor to wir 
the trophy instead of concentrating 
on football for the sake of the game.

eastern United States and Canadian 
railways, as a reSult of mediation ef. 
forts coneluded in the past two days. 

A railroad arbitration board yester- 
day awarded wage increases of seven 
and one-half per cent to conductors 
and trainmen of 50 eastern railroads 
in this country. 


Today mediatory measures proposed 
by the Canadian government resulted 


in Wage increasés of something less 


than six per cent to conductors and 
trainmen on that country’s principal 
roads, 

No estimate was made public in 
Camnda as to what the increases there 
would total annually, but the payroll 
{of eastern roads in this country will 
be swelled by $14,500,000. 

In neither country jwere wages of 
engineers involved in the disputes and 
settlements. 

Controversies in each country met 
failure in first attempts at arbiration.

Bedford, Iowa, December 3.—Di- 
recting a verdict of not guilty, Judge 
A. It. Maxwell put an abrupt end 
today to the trial.of Hal Howard, 15- 


year-old Creston, Iowa, youth on 
eharges of murder in connection with 
the death of 17-year-old Pansy Turn- 
bull, high school girl, of Diagonal, 
Iowa, 

The directed verdict came after the 
state had concluded its testimony m 
an attempt to fix upon Howard re- 
sponsibility for the death of the Turn- 
bull girl which occurred August 350, 
after she had been found wandering 
dazedly about the streets of Clearfield, 
Iowa, where she had gone with a sis- 
ter and neighbors to attend a street 
carnival. 

Young Howard and a companion, 
Terrace Luton, 17-year-old St. Joseph, 
Mo., youth, have been in jail since 
September 6. A coroner’s. jury re- 
turned a verdict saying Miss Turnbull 
died as the-result of a fractured skull, 
sustained when she jumped from a 
tmoving automobile. The inquest jury 
found that the girl jumped in defense 
of her honor and accused Howard of 
attempting to assault the girl with 
Luton’s aid. 

Cousel for defense admitted that the 
youth might have been “indiscreet” in 
his conduct with Miss Turnbull but in- 
sisted that when she rejected his ad- 
vances he started to drive back to the 
business district. The girl, accord- 
ing to defense counsel, became excited 
or frightened when Robert did not 
turn the car at a corner she had desig- 
nated an‘ leaped from the moving au- 
tomobile.
